The report addressed by General Lamoriciere to Mgr.

& waggon-train was absolutely wanting. The gene- 
ral speaks of the defective manner in which the men 
were armed, only one battalioa having Minie rifles, two 
others the common rifle, and the remainder common 
muskets. The artillery was equally defective, and the 
drivers completely inexperienced. Nothing in the shape 
of a reserve of artillery bad been provided. The ge- 
neral alludes to the formation of insurgent bands on the 
frontiers of Tuscany and Romagna, and to the informa- 
tion which he had received of the intention of the Pied- 
montese troops to follow these bands into the Papal 
States, Ile also states that in reply to a letter addressed 
to Cardinal Antonelli on the subject he had been in 
jormed that Piedmont would oppose the invasion of the 
Papal territory by those bands, and that he (the genera!) 
would not be attacked by the Piedmontese troops.” 
The second part contains a detail of the arrangements 
made to meet the exigencies of the situation; th: 
movement of the Papal troops, the capture by the Pied- 
moanatese of the citadels of Pesaro, Perugia, and Spoleto, 
aod of the town of Orvieto; the arrival of the Papa 
tr ops at Loretto, and the removal vf the treasure to 
Ancona. The third part is filled with details of the 
arrival of the brigade of General de Pimodan at Loretto; 
of the positions occupied by the enemy; of the combat 

f Castelfidardo ; the march on Ancona, and the first 
operations of the Sardinian fleet against that place 
Che fourth mentions the arrival of the general at An. 
copa; the state of the town and of the garrison ; the 
progress of the bombardment; the investing of the 
place by the Piedmontese troops ; the attack of the ficet 
and the surrender of the town. General de Lamoriciere 
throughout his reports dwells strongly on the fact that 
he felt himself perfectly secure on the side of the 
Marches « | of Umbria, and that he only calculated 
that he should have to contend with the forces of Gen. 
Garibaldi. He also alludes to the incident, now com 
pletely cleared up, of the dispatch of the Duc d- 
Gramont, in which Mgr, de Merode erroneously an- 
pounced to the general that the French Goverament 
would oppose by force the entrance of the Sardinian 
trvops into the Papal States, nothing of the kind having 
been ever said. The long document concludes in these
